MATTY’'S FIRST GAME

It was ldxteen years ago today that
'Christopher Mathewson pitched his
Arst,full game In the Nationnl League.
The rookie from the Virginia League
opposed the Cubs, and they landed on
his delivery quite freely, Chicago win-
ning by a scorg of 6 to 6. Earller in
thie season Matty had appeared in the
box occaslonally, but the contest of
Bept. 13, 1900, was the first in which
he was permitted to travel the full
nine jnnings. Christy had three de-
feats charged agninst him in his first
year in fast company, and not a soli-
tary victory to his credit. In 1001 the
big fellow began to hit his stride, and
amassed twenty victories, while seven-
teen defeats were charged agalnst him.

It wns in 1902 that the knockers
first began to shout that Matty was
“all through" as a twirler. His show-
Ing that yvear was not so good as it
hagd been in 1901, and the anvil chorus
got busy. In fac}. Horace Fogel, who
managed the Glants for a short tima
in 1902, seemed to ghare this opinion,
for he tried to transform Matty into a
fitst baseman. He hadn't progressed
very far in the attempt when he was
supplanted by John McGraw. Scrappy
Jawn was never a fellow to be swayed
‘by popular clamor, and he kept Blg
Six at the pitching. Matty’s 1902 rec-
ord thirteen won and eighteen
lost. The next year McGraw's wisdom
was demonstrated when Matty ran up
a total of thirty ies and only
thirteen defeats. m that time un-
